said that the landing had been an- 
ticipated and that the enemy had 
been engaged immediately by Al- 
lied ground forces. 


The bay, about 10 miles wid 
its mouth and 20 miles long, is 
at the tip of Papua some 225 miles 
from Allied-held Port Moresby— 
apparently Japan's first aim—and 
about 420 miles from the closest 
point on the Australian mainland.

Brooklyn Today 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—(fl1)—The 


46,000-ton Iowa, the largest battle- 
shp this nation ever built, slipped

Navy Yard today. 


The mighty vessel was "launched 


months ahead of schedule" and le 
ready to "fire faster and farther 
than any other ship afloat," declar- 
ed Ralph A. Bard, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, who addressed 
the assemlagti at the launching in 
the Brooklyn' Navy Yard. 


"One of her predecessors helped 


blast the Spanish fleet at Santiago 
Bay," he said. "Another was scrap- 
ped in 1923 in the name of peace— 
a peace that existed only in the 
minds and

of 
honorable 


men." 


The huge man of war slipped in- 


to the waters of the East River 
with barely a ripple and floated 
majestically under the Williams- 
burg bridge. 


Fourth battleship In U. S. naval 


history to bear the name of the 
Hawk-Eye State, the 880-foot mon- 
ster of steel was launched at exact- 
ly 9:36 a. m. (CWT) when Mrs.

'the moon was completely enveloped 
in the shadow, although a twilight 
glow of sunlight retracted by the 
earth's atmosphere left the lunar 
disc still visible as a big copper 
penny. 
When the moon at 11 o'clock 
started moving out of the shadow, 
a silver rim began to appear on 
the lower northern edge. 
This 


broadened gradually until the full 
moon again shone In Its full bril- 
liance.

FALL PLANTING i 
IRISH POTATOES 


Fertilizer mixed frell Into the soil 


Is the* first step In preparing for a 
fall crop of potatoes, says Vera 
Sneed, County Home Demonstra- 
tion agent. 


Small potatoes from the spring 
crop, which have been kept in a 
cool place may be used as seed for 
fall planting, provided a rest period 
of six weeks is allowed between 
harvesting and .planting. As the 
fall crop requires 75 to 80 days to 
mature, planting should be made 
early enough so that the potatoes 
will be ready to harvest 
before 
heavy frost. 


Where it is not possible to ir- 
rigate, seed potatoes should not be 
allowed to sprout before planting. 
Sprouts may dry up for lack of 
moisture and retard 
the 
crop. 
"Dry" planting may be don* 
In 
August by thoroughly preparing the

fathers. 
He is a shallow 
thinker 


Indeed who does not perceive the 
vital connection between the man- 
ner of life of a people and its na- 
tional destiny. 
All the springs of 
history rise from the nature 
and 


behavior of individuals. 


A "Smart" Man Outsmarted 
There had to be a great 
change 


In the Patriarch Jacob before the 
promised destiny of his line could 
be fulfilled—just as there must be 
a fundamental change in most of 
us ere we are fit for a new world 
order. 
Jacob was naturally 
a 
rascal, crafty, sly, guileful, deceit- 
ful and sophisticated. 
His mind 
easily turned 
to 
tricks 
and 
statagems, for the promotion 
of 
his own profit. 
He deceived his 
father, he deceived his brother, he 
deceived his uncle; and he de- 
ceived himself. 
Jacob was "smart;" a represen- 
tative of that class of persons to 
whom smartness means more than 
sincerity. But his very cleverness 
entangled him In a succession of 
troubles. 
The Jacob chapters in 


Genesis are fuller of life and ac- 
tion and human interest than any 
novel. 


The one noble quality of Jacob 
during his 
adventurous 
twenty 
years In Haran was his sincere 
love for Rachel. 
He offered to 
serve her father seven years for 
ler; only to find that Uncle Laban 
lad switched brides on him, forc- 
ing him to marry 
first Rachel's 


older sister, the sore-eyed Leah. 
The record of the jealousy and 
strife of these two rival wives 
would satisfy the moat 
romantic 
reader 
of 
hectic 
fiction. Poor 
Jacob was caught In the midst of 
perpetual family quarrels, and the 
cunning of the grasping uncle 
Laban.

As Jacob had run away 
from 
Beersheba, In fear of his wronged 
brother Esau, so fright 
haunted 
his days In Haran. 
By trickery, 
he had become more 
prosperous 
than Laban. But menacing clouds 
began to appear on the faces of 
the uncle and cousins. 
So flight 


was again in order for wandering 
Jacob. He sneaked away, with his 
wives and children and many pos- 
sessions, and got three days' start 
of Laban, who, however, eventually 
caught up with the fugitives. 
There was high quarrelling, with 


loud words and recriminations and 
counter-recriminations. One griev- 
ance of Laban was that the house- 
hold gods, or terephlm, had been 
stolen. 
Rachel was the thief, but 
she successfully concealed her loot. 


After the hot fury of the quarrel 
was over, Laban proposed a conven- 
ant. 
It was between two men who 
did not trust each other. 
They 
erected a pile of stones as wit- 
ness, and called it "Mlzpah."

four hundred men. 
Panic filled 
the timorous heart of Jacob. 
He 


divided his outfit into two parts, 
that one might be saved 
should 
the other fall before Esau. 


Like most of us in extremity, he 
turned to the God of his fathers, 
and with contrition and confession 
pleaded for deliverance from Esau. 
Then he planned a succession of 
envoys with rich gifts, to go one 
after the other to Esau, and over- 
whelm him with bounties. The de- 
vice succeeded; 
Impulsive Esau 
was not one to hold 
a 
grudge 
permanently. 


Wrestling Jacob 


In tho midst of these negotia- 
tions, Jacob had an experience 
which changed his whole life. 
It 
was at the Ford 
of the 
Brook 
Jabbok, 
a 
site I have visited. 
There was no sleep for Jacob, as 
he anxiously awaited news 
from 
Esau; and we may picture him 
walking, fearfully and restlessly, 
outside of his encampment. 


There he encountered a man 


who whestled with him until dawn. 
The story U mysterious; and 
it 


personifies all the soul-struggling 
experiences of mankind. 


Something always follows when 
a man comes to grips with God, 
desiring a spiritual boon so greatly 
that he will not yield until he re- 
ceives It. In Jacob's case It was 
the great change, from his old na- 
ture to a new. 
He got a new 


name with the blessing, "Israel," 
a prince with God, instead of 
"Jacob," the supplanter. 


The midnight encounter was one 


of the turning points of 
history; 


for it put the Impress of God upon 
Jacob and his line. And only God- 
mast,ered men can master the new 
world that awaits us. With all our 
shrewd comments upon the war, 
and upon post-war problems, there 
seems to be a singular lack of dis- 
cernment of the profound basic 
truth that only the help of the llv-l 
ing God can give victory 
and ai 
permanent peace. 
We need don-! 
perately to reenforce the 
prayer 
front.

If a student expects to enroll in an 
engineering course in college, he 
should take tho following courses 
in hiBh Bchool: English 4 units, 
Algebra 2 units, Plane Geometry 1 
unit, Solid Geometry 1-2 unit, Phy- 
sics 1 unit, and enough other units 
of work to make a total of 10 af- 
filiated units."

AUSTIN, Aug. 27.—(SpU— The 


State Health Department urges all 
parents to have their children un- 
dergo a thorough phyiicnt examin- 
ation hcfore entering school next 
month. 


The importance of such examin- 


ations can not be over-emphaalMd 
according to Dr. George W. Cox, 
Slate Health Officer, ho declare* 
that the health of a child hit, a 
direct hearing on his progress in 
echool. 


"It la advisable to have school 


children examined several days or 
even weeks before school begins," 
Dr. Cox asserted, "§o that minor 
eilment.3 can be corrected »nd any 
possible serious ones placed un- 
der treatment." 


Dr. Cox also advised parents to
